DICK WELLKS BBATKN. 

That Dick Welles does not run to his best form 
throufirh a soft or muddy track was clearly evi* 
deuced by his poor showing in the Test Stakes at 
Harlem yesterday. He showed some early speed, 
but fell away badly beaten when the last eighth 
struggle came up. The race was a five and a half 
furlongs dash for two-year-olds, with $1,000 added. 
Of the eleven scheduled to start eight dodged the 
issue, but Foxy Kane was an added starter after 
the heavy downpour of rain along about 11 o'clock, 
thus making a field of five to face the barrier. The 
dash resulted in an exciting last sixteenth struggle, 
in which Topsoil showed great gameness and out- 
stayed the speedy Gregor K. in the closing strides. 
As good as 15 to 1 could bo had against Topsoil. To 
a good start Gregor K., taking kindly to the soft, 
slippery going, at once dashed to the front and 
opened up a gap of two lengths, with Dick 
Welles second, a neck before Foxy Kane. Along 
about the first eighth Topsoil was many 
lengths back of the first three and appeared to be 
hopelessly beaten. There was little change in the 
foregoing positions until the last furlong had been 
entered, where Dick Welles fell away rapidly. 
Foxy Kane assuming second place. Turning into 
the stretch Topsoil moved up rapidly and gradually 
closed up on those in front of him. Gregor K. was 
leading by about one and a half lengths a sixteenth 
out, Hwhere Topsoil passed Foxy Kane and 
set sail for the leader. He gradually wore 
down Gregor K. in the last seventy -five yards 
and in a desperate finish beat him a nose 
on the post. Foxy Kane finished third one 
and a half lengths back, with Dick Welles a beaten- 
off fourth. Gypsene, as in her last race, broke flat- 
footed and then run out when going down the 
backstretch,! losing considerable ground. She is 
certainly a slow beginuer. The stake was worth 
$1,580 to the winner. 

The steeplechase was run through aboutlan inch 
of water, the horses^Ithrowing a spray* from their 
heels at each striaeT through the infield. ^Walter 
Cleary proved «n a»«v winner, takingjr command 
after the fourth jump had been ta^en and holding 
it without much* trouble to the wire, under which 
he passed eight lengtns oeiorejKristoi, which beat 
Dagmar three tor second place. Had not Porphyro- 
gene threw his rider after taking the fifth jump the 
chase would have been clean cut throughout. Dag- 
mar was a keen contender up to the eleventh jump 
where he began to tire. 

•St. Minor and Estrada Palma fought the first 
vaoe out through the last quarter stride for stride, 
the former proving the gamer and winning by a 
neck, with Senor a very poor third. Several times 
during the last quarter struggle Coburn could not 
prevent Estrada Palma’s bearing inr^andfcrowding 
the winner against the inside rail, for which his 
mount was disqualified, Senor beingfplaced second 
and Tancred third. It was strictly j;a two-horse 
race throughout. 

Sardine, despite her heavy impost, took|the sec- 
ond race, ably ridden by Beiff, by one and one-half 
lengths from Irma’s Choice, on which Haidee and 
Alene Abbott ware lapped in the order named at the 
finish. Sardine was badly outrun in the first half, 
but closed up ground rapidly in the final quarter, 
and was going away with ease at the^end. Irma’s 
Choice and Haidee were tiring fast in the last one 
hundred yards. .Vlene Abbott finished with deter- 
mination. Rival Dare ran a dull race and clearly 
demonstrated she needs a fast track to run to her 
best form. 

Bragg, held at even money in the betting, took 
the fifth race handily by a half length from Bru. 
la re, which beat Bon Mot one length for second 
place. Coburn gave the winner a cleverly-timed 
ride, avoiding the hot pace sat by Haviland in the 
first six and a half furlongs and making his run 
just at the right time. Bragg gradually wore down 
Brulare in the last sixteenth. Bon Mot ran an im- 



pressive race and will do to watch from now on. 
Haviland was well spent when a furlong out. 
Dewey showed some early speed. 

Trentham easily overcame Pirate Queen’s lead 
in the last eighth in the finale and, passing her a 
sixteenth out, won going away by three lengths. 
Papa Harry was a beaten-off third. He finished in 
that position simply because the others could not 
extend themselves in the going. 

About 10:S0 a. m. a heavy rainstorm set in and 
lasted long enough to make the track muddy and 
slippery. On this account the big fields were cut 
down materially by much scratching. The track at 
the best today will be somewhat soft and slow. 
The usual large gathering was on hand and outside 
of the great finish in the stake race witnessed a 
dull day’s sport. 

HARLEM’S PROGRAM NEXT WEEK. 

While racing has been going on at Harlem since 
the close of the Washington Park meeting it has 
not been Harlem’s racing. That is to begin next 
Monday and will be in full swing under Secretary 
Nathanson’s guiding hand for the space of two 
weeks thereafter. The program book of the first 
week calls for the disposition of three stakes; 
Monday The Garden City Handicap will be the 
central racing feature. It is a six furlongs sprint 
for throe-year-olds and upward, with $2,000 added, 
with such speedy ones as Bnmie Bunton, Money 
Muss, Jack Baitlin, Wainamoinen, Sevoy, Death, 
Otis, Father Wontker, The Pride, Constellator, 
Maud Gonna, Toah, Harrow, Doublet, Federal, Mc- 
Chesney, Headwater, Kenilworth, Jiminez, Scorpio, 
Tayon, Ailyar, A. D. Gibson, Bessie Spahr, Ampere, 
Carl Kahler and Nellie Waddell among the 125 
horses nominated. Obviously hero is a chance for 
a huge field if the track should prove to bo fast. 

Thursday will bring about the decision of the 
Youngster Stakes, a dash of five furlongs for two- 
year-olds, with $1,500 added. Prominent in the list 
of ninety-nine nominations are the names of Sav- 
ablo, Mallory, High Chancellor, Early. Poor Boy, 
Captain Arnold, Watkins Overton, The Picket, 
Josette, Navasota, CoUonade, Tom Cogan, Gold 
Boll, Stem Winder and Sidney C. Love. Saturday 
the Maywood Handicap for three-year-olds and up- 
ward will be run off. The distance is one mile and 
a hundred yards and $1,500 is added. Argregor, 
Aladdin, Cruzados, Abe Frank, Corrigan, Favonius, 
Terra Firma, Haviland, Flying Torpedo, Jim Clarki 
Lucien Appleby, St. Marcos, McChesney, Six 
Shooter, Belle’s Commoner, Wainamoinen, Otis 
Dewey, Cambrian and Hunter Baine are in the list 
of seventy-eight entries. 

For the first week there are eighteen $400 purses, 
fourteen of $500. two of $600, and one of $700, pro^ 
viding for all ages and classes of horses, and guar- 
anteeing good racing. 

LOCAL TURF GOSSIP. 

Although jockey Dominick, who rode St. Minor 
in the first race, made no complaint about being 
bumped into by Estrada Palma, the judges had 
Coburn before them to explain why he allowed his 
mount to bump into St. Minor. The jockey stated 
that he could not prevent the horse from swerving 
when he struck him with the whip. The rider’s 
explanation was accepted by the oAScials, but the 
jockey’s admission left them no alternative but to 
disqualify the horse for fouling, as Rule 120 states : 
“A horse which crosses or jostles another so as to 
impede it, shall bo disqualified, whether the cross 
or jostle was the result of the willful or careless 
riding of the jockey, or the swerving of the horse.” 
Section 4 of the same rule says that “The judges 
must take cognizance of violations of this rule 
without complaint.” 

A. Simons, who paid $1,700 for Andy Williams 
recently, sold the horse yesterday to John W. Schorr 
and he will be shipped to Saratoga.

The report that jockey T. Dean was released by 
Tichenor A Co was erroneous. The rider was never 
under contract to the Tichenor stable but was en- 
gaged to G. W. Poole, who still has a three years 
contract on the jockey’s services. The judges^ re- 
fusal to allow Dean to accept mounts in races 
where the Tichenor stable had an entry on account 
of Poole’s connection with the stable caused tlie 
latter to send the boy to St. Louis. 

John Fay, before leaving for Saratoga, turned 
Hunter Raine over to Pat Dunne to train and race. 

Lester Reiff, who rode Sardine, the winner in the 
second race yesterday, scored his first winning 
mount since his suspension in England. The 
trainer-jockey denied the rumor that Jockey Lyne 
had been released by J. A. Drake. 

Gypzene, one of the starters in the Test Stakes, 
and of which much was expected by her people, 
darted to the outside fence soon after the start and 
continued running out all the way, despite jockey 
Woods’ strenuous efforts to keep her in.

GOSSIP OF THIS TUBF. 

Jockey J. Martin rode Right and True to vic- 
tory in the fifth race at Brighton Wednesday for 
about an eighth of a mile without reins. 

It appears that when the field broke Right and 
True was one of the first to get moving, and as he 
did BO threw his head forward, jerking the reins out 
of the hands of Martin. 

The little rider was unable to grasp them again, 
but quickly grabbed the lead pad pockets of the 
saddle and held on while maintaining his position 
in the field of eighteen youngsters. 

Fortunately Right and True was in the first 
flight, and did not meet with much interference. 
After the field had gone some distance he was 
bumped by another horse and threw his head back- 
ward. This enabled Martin to recover the reins, 
and he then commenced to ride with greater vigor 
than ever, landing the colt a winner in a drive from 
Mount Hope. 

Martin will not ride during the remainder of the 
meeting, having been suspended and fined $50 by 
Starter Fitzgerald, who said he misbehaved at the 
post on Bonnibert in the fourth race. 

Owing to the suspension of Martin he will be un- 
able to ride Hurstbourne in the $10,000 Brighton 
Junior Stakes Saturday. Wonderly has been en- 
gaged for the race. 

Thad Huey, of Las Animas, Col., has purchased 
privately from Milton Young, McGrathiana Stud, 
the chestnut stallion Applegate, nine years old, by 
Buchanan- Longshore, by Longfellow, and he will 
be placed at the head of a thoroughbred stock 
farm, for which Mr. Huey and his Colorado part- 
ners are seeking material to establish in the far west. 
Applegate was a brilliant two-year-old, winning 
among other races the Great American, Zephyr and 
Hudson Stakes, earning over $30,000 at that age. 
He was also twice winner of the thoroughbred class 
at the New York horse show. 

Mr. Young also sold to the same party three year- 
ling fillies, bred as follows : 

Bay filly, by Troubadour— Bridget Keaton, by 
Harkaway. 

Brown filly, by Requital— Zulu, by Pizarro. 

Chestnut filly, by Lamplighter— Elsina, by Strath- 
more. 

Applegate and the three fillies were shipped last 
week. 

John F. Schorr, son of the wealthy owner whose 
horses are racing at local tracks, has notified a 
friend that he has won his suit against Wells, Fargo 
A Co. for injuries to his horses. While F. W. Brode 
and seven other horses were en route from Salt 
Lake to San Francisco two years ago they were in- 
jured in an accident alleged to be due to careless- 
ness. F. W. Brode was unable to race for some 
time, and his young owner sued for $21,000 damages. 
This amount was to cover the loss sustaineU from 
the majority of the string having been injured to 
some extent. Judge Beatty, who heard the case in 
the United States Circuit Court, at San Francisco, 
only allowed Schorr $600 damages, The decision is 
interesting to horsemen and others from the fact 
that the courts held that because Schorr obtained 
a low rate for transportation by valuing the horses 
at $600 he could only recover that amount. 

A letter from Chicago to the Thoroughbred 
Record says : “Abe Frank has been turned out for 
the year and I hope it will do him good and that he 
may return to his two-year-old form. The horses 
in the Bennett stable, trained by that young and 
one of the most successful of all trainers Henry Mc- 
Daniel, have run as consistent as it is possible for 
horses to run, and the public are crazy to bet on 
anything the Bennett stable starts, as they are 
always well ridden by Coburn and Helgesen. Mr. 
Bennett tells me that he has twenty-seven year- 
lings in training for next year, fifteen of his own 
breeding and twelve others that he bought by dif- 
ferent sires in Kentucky.” 

The yearlings purchased by Sydney Paget during 
the recent sales season are now quartered at W. C. 
Whitney’s training establishment at the head of 
the Futurity course at Sheepshead Bay. There are 
forty-two in the lot, and they include the highest 
priced youngsters of the season. Two of them cost 
Mr. Paget $38,000 at the Haggin sale, and there are 
many others whose purchase price went into five 
figures. Altogether the lot represents an outlay of 
money that means that Mr. Paget will attempt to 
take front rank among the big owners next season. 

It turns out that Gold Heels received two cuts on 
his off hind leg in the running of the Brighton Cup 
last Saturday. One of them is quite severe, and 
had begun tq fill when it was first noticed. They 
were supposed to have been done by Sun Shower at 
one of the turns and passed by unnoticed in the ex- 
citement consequent upon the severe injuries to the 
other foot. One of them escaped the tendon by less 
than an inch. If lucky. Gold Heels is to be pre- 
pared for the Sartaoga Cup, to be run August 23. 

Reports from Walnut Hill Stud, where T. H. Ste- 
vens’ big string of yearlings are being handled by 
tipaiuer J)river, is to thqeiQRect that the full sister to 
the American Derby winner Wyeth bids fair to 
make a sensational two-year-old. At the first time 
of asking, she worked an eighth of a mile in lU 
seconds over the home country track, and she had 



up 125 i>ounds. She is a chestnut, and is larger 
and more fully developed than Wyeth was at the 

same age. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Ard Patrick, winner of this year’s English Derby, 
will hardly be a starter in the St. Leger. Accord- 
ing to Sporting Life of July 19 he developed a lame- 
ness on July 17 and on this account was withdrawn 
from the Eclipse Stakes. There is keen disappoint- 
ment at the mishap to the great three-year-old, for 
racegoers on the other side wanted to see another 
duel between him and Sceptre, the champion filly 
of the year and winner of the Oaks. 

James R. Keene was among the visitors at the 
Carlsbad races on July 10. He had the pleasure of 
seeing Fred Taral win a race, and later invited the 
jockey up to his box, where he introduced him to 
his friends. The millionaire and the well-known 
rider discussed American racing and the days when 
Taral rode some horsei that sported the Keene 
colors. 

Milton Young, McGrathiana Stud, has ton wean- 
lings by Mirthful this year. He patronized tbe sire 
of Mexican so extensively last year on the strength 
of John E. Madden’s recommendation, who always 
has believed that Mirthful would be a successful 
sire.
